| DEVELOPMENT OF RICHMOND IN THE

(By C. A. Harp, Berkeley) 


| There are five fundamental elements that must 

enter into the suecess of and the development of 
ll any great city viz:— 

| First, accessibility to the outside worlds both 
1] by rail and water as well as great highways. 

] Second, it must have all the resources required 
| to build up and carry on all manufacturing. and 

] other industrial works. : 

Third, it must have a good drainage and 
i/sewer system or location. , . 

} Fourth, it must have a good water supply for 
1 both domestic and fire purposes. ‘ 

Fifth, it must be located where rail and wa- 
j.ter transportation can meet and exchange the 
most economically, : ; 

RicKmond possesses all these elements in the 
{/greatest abundance. It is located in the imme- 
diate pathway of the great commercial! : high- 
ways both by land and water and on the main 
land. The commerce coming from the two great 
valleys by water and rail and over the two 
great transcontinental railroads must pass Rich- 
| mond on its way to and from San Francisco. 
| Richmond is particularly favored with cheap 
i fuel for all purposes as well as electrical pow- 
jer. Richmond is the terminal of the Standard 
Oil pipe line and the location of the largest re- 
| fineries on the Pacific coast. From a fuel stand- 
| Point Richmond stands preeminently the peer 
}of any city in the civilized world. Richmond 
is on the main line of the great power lines 
}that carries the electrical energy from water
